ORDER: 


In the reference ist read above, orders have been issued according 
administrative sanction for an amount of Rs.22,47,00,000/- under the Head of 
Account 2030-03-001-00-03-800-805 for smooth running of the CARD Project. 


2. The NIC has came forward with a proposal for upgradation of CARD 
application to suit to modern times. 


3. In the references 2nd to 4th read above, the Director and Inspector General, 
Registration and Stamps, Andhra Pradesh, Vijayawada has transferred an amount of 
Rs.11,82,60,000/- against the proforma invoice of 13,14,00,000/- to NICSI, New 
Delhi for modernisation of the application. But, so far, the NIC has failed to 
modernise the application. 


4. In these circumstances, in the reference 5th read above, the Commissioner 
and Inspector General, Registration and Stamps has informed that as there is urgent 
need to modernise the CCA application to cater the 15,004 Sub-Registrar Office 
locations to prevent frequent hanging in the peak hours, the CCA application needs 
to be modernised / upgraded, immediately. 


5. The Commissioner and Inspector General, Registration and Stamps has 
therefore requested the Government to accord administrative sanction and Financial 
approval to Commissioner and Inspector General, Registration and Stamps, Andhra 
Pradesh, Vijayawada to take up the upgradation through RTGS with the funds 
parked at NICSI, New Delhi and this initiative does not require any additional 
budget. 


6. Government after careful examination, hereby accord administrative sanction 
and Financial approval to Commissioner and Inspector General, Registration and 
Stamps, Andhra Pradesh, Vijayawada to take up the upgradation through RTGS with 
the funds parked at NICSI, New Delhi.
